You are hereby notified to meet at The Town Hall in said Warner on 
Tuesday, the Fifth day of March, next at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 

2. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $3,800.00 (Three 
Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars) for repair and improvements to the ski 
tow (owned by the Town of Warner and operated by the Warner Ski Club, 
Inc.) (Submitted by petition). 

3. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 (One 
Thousand Dollars) for the support of the Community Action Program. (Sub- 
mitted by petition). 

4. To see if the town wishes to continue the policy of the 1973 Board of 
Selectmen regarding Class VI Highways that, being if not appropriated in the 
previous budget no action will be taken during the ensuing year and those 
persons petitioning in writing to have a Class VI Highway (adjoining property 
they own) up dated and maintained by the town as a Class V Highway must 
present a petition to the Budget Committee, petition to town meeting or bear 
the expense themselves. 

5. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $6,000.00 (Six 
Thousand Dollars) to upgrade from its present Class VI Highway to a Class V 
Highway that section of Rangeway Rd. extending from its intersection with 
Pumpkin Hill Road southerly for approximately 1,500 feet by reconstruction 
and improvements which would be required by State specification. (Sub- 
mitted by petition). 

6. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $3,000.00 (Three 
Thousand Dollars) for reconstruction and improvements necessary to ac- 
commodate year round traffic on that section of Rangeway Rd. extending 
from its intersection with Pumpkin Hill Rd. southerly for approximately 
1,500 feet without altering its present highway classification. (Submitted by 
petition). 

7. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $22,000.00 (Twenty 
Two Thousand Dollars) for 2 new highway trucks and equipment and 
authroize the withdrawal of the same amount from Revenue Sharing Funds 
established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 
1972. 

8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $10,000.00 (Ten 
Thousand Dollars) for a tax map of the town and authorize the withdrawal of 
the same amount from Revenue Sharing Funds plus interest that has accu- 
mulated, established under the provisions of the State and Local Assistance 
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Act of 1972 and the balance of $7,000.00 (Seven Thousand Dollars) to be 
appropriated in 1975. 

9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $4,471.31 (Four 
Thousand Four Hundred Seventy One and 31/100) or the balance received 
from the Revenue Sharing Account for the Warner Community Center to be 
applied towards a heating system and any repairs associated with the heating 
system and authorize the withdrawal of the same amount from Revenue 
Sharing Funds established under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972. 

10. To see if the town will vote to accept by gift or token payment the land 
and buildings known as Warner Grade School formerly owned by the War- 
ner School District, now owned by Kearsarge Regional School District in the 
event that an article be passed at the Kearsarge Regional School District An- 
nual Meeting offering the above property to the Town of Warner and that the 
Board of Selectmen be authorized to work out the details of the transaction 
with the Kearsarge Regional School Board. 

11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $28,000.00 (Twen- 
ty Eight Thousand Dollars) for the purpose of replacing the bridge over 
Frazier Brook with an arch culvert, the sum of $10,000.00 (Ten Thousand 
Dollars) to be raised by taxation in the year 1974 and the Board of Selectmen 
and the Town Treasurer be authorized to borrow the remaining amount not 
to exceed $18,000.00 (Eighteen Thousand Dollars) on note or notes of the 
Town to be paid off in the sum of $9,000.00 (Nine Thousand Dollars) plus in- 
terest annually until said note or notes are paid in full. 

12. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray town 
charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the same. 

13. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen and Town Treasurer to 
borrow money in the anticipation of taxes on the note or notes of the town.

19. To see what action the town wishes to take in regards to continue send- 
ing the Annual Town Report to non-residents. 

20. To see if the town will vote to approve having two(2) sessions for the An- 
nual Town Meeting, the first session for choice of town officers elected by an 
official ballot and other action required to be inserted on said official ballot 
and the second session, on a date set by the selectmen, for transaction of 
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other business. 

21. To see if the town will authorize the Board of Selectmen tosell by sealed 
bid — One Farmall Tractor, One Oshkosh, and One Fire Truck presently 
owned by the Town of Warner. 

22. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to apply for, con- 
tract for and accept grants of federal or state aid or both as may be available 
and to expend such grants for reconstruction of town roads, bridges or por- 
tions thereof destroyed by flooding and to do all things necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this article if the need should arise. 

23. To see if the town will vote to have the Moderator appoint a three (3) 
member committee to study possible local waste disposal sites, such ap- 
pointments to be made within 60 days of passing of this article. 

24. To see if the town will authorize the Board of Selectmen to make the 
following charges; $1.00 Building Permit fee at time of filing for permit; 
$2.00 charge for Zoning Ordinance and Sub-Division Regulations (including 
postage). 

25. To see if the town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 1 proposed by the 
planning board for the town zoning ordinance, the purpose of said amend- 
ment being to add certain definitions, express intent with regard to non- 
conforming use, and set standards for the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 

26. To see if the town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 2 to the town 
zoning ordinance as proposed by the planning board, purpose ofsaid Amend- 
ment being to divide the present ‘‘Business-Commercial District’’ into two 
districts, one to be known as the Business District B-1 and one as the Com- 
mercial District C-1 and to define the purposes, permitted uses, and front- 
age, and yard requirements in each.

District B-1 if Amendment No. 2 be adopted. 

29. To see if the town will vote to adopt Amendment No. 4-A proposed by 
the planning board for the town zoning ordinance, the purpose of said amend- 
ment being to rezone certain land between Pleasant Lake and Davisville as 
shown on the proposed amended zoning map from the Rural-Agricultural 
District to the Business-Commercial District or to the Commercial District 
C-1 if Amendment No. 2 be adopted.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN 

1973 has been a year of real progress and some disappointments. It has 
been a busy year for the Selectmen and we hope that we succeeded in com- 
pleting numerous projects. 

Miss Sadi Fisher, who is 97 years old was presented with the gold-headed 
cane in honor of being the oldest living citizen of Warner. 

We had a flood disaster which was met head-on and with the Federal Aid 
which was given. Roads and culverts were put back in working order by our 
road crew who met the situation with courage and dispatch. 

As for a number of years past, shade trees have been set out and a bird 
built a nest in one right away — on Main Street at a busy corner. It would 
seem that people are not the only ones who appreciate this beautification 
planting. 

Street lighting has been upgraded and more work would have been done if 
the budget, which has been a very important feature in all our decisions, had’ 
permitted. 

We have been approached by a number of persons requesting Class VI 
Highways to be opened this past year for personal building. Due to the fact 
that it was not included in the budget all were denied. To avoid further con- 
fusion we are placing an article in the warrant this year. 

There has been selective cutting in the Chandler Reservation and it is 
hoped that this may be continued for the improvement of this property. 

A new bank has been built in Warner at the corner of Main and Kearsarge 
Streets — a branch of the Sugar River Savings and Citizens National Bank 
of Newport. We feel that this will prove a much needed asset to the town. 

The people considered themselves very fortunate to have Frank Cricenti of 
New London buy the IGA Store, but after extensive renovations were just 
about completed a disastrous fire occurred on January 12, 1974 and the store 
was completely gutted. It was only by the alert work of the Warner Fire 
Department and assistance from the Fire Departments of the surrounding 
towns that the fire was confined to the store building and no other damage 
occurred. The new Fire Truck, which has been on order for two years, finally 
arrived on Monday, Jan. 14th — after the fire! The very late delivery of the 
fire truck was no fault of the Firemen’s Committee or the Board of Select- 
men. Mr. Cricenti, undaunted, is going right ahead with plans for rebuilding 
and when the next Town Report is written we hope to report with pride a fine 
modern Super Market in our town. 

1974 is the 200th Anniversary of the Incorporation of the Town of Warner, 
and a history, ‘““‘Warner, N.H. 1880-1974” is being prepared for publication. 
This has been a real project and many hours have been spent in research and 
writing the incidents that have happened over the past 100 years. A Com- 
memorative Coin will also be struck in honor of the event. A copy of both of 
these articles should be in every Warner household. 

The American Revolution Bi-Centennial Commission has officially ap- 
proved Warner as a Bi-Centennial Community: “‘Warner, The Front Door of 
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Mt. Kearsarge.”’ A.R.B.C. It is hoped to have the full participation of all the 
town’s people. This is a celebration in which a great many of the people may 
take an active part. Warner has survived dark days in the past and, although 
we are having some “‘growing pains’’ at the present, we hope with the con- 
certed effort of the people that Warner will live to be proud of its heritage 
and march on to brighter days ahead.

Trustees have custody of 304 permanent trust funds with aggregate cost 
value of $123,248.20, market value of $125,370.78 and unexpended income, 
including accumulations of prior years, amounting to $11,447.30. In ac- 
cordance with instructions pertaining to each trust, the sum of $6,810.98 was 
expended during the year 1973 with the Town of Warner, Kearsarge 
Regional School District, Pillsbury Free Library, United Church of Warner, 
Almoners of Foster Fund, Pine Grove Cemetery Association, Inc., and care of 
various cemetery lots participating in the distribution. 

Also the Trustees of Trust Funds have custody of a temporary fund with 
balance of $1,615.60 in connection with the new cemetery at Waterloo and a 
principal and income balance of $4,224.31 representing a capital reserve ac- 
count for the Warner Village Fire Precinct. 

Further detailed information concerning said trusts may be obtained from 
the reports on file with the New Hampshire State Tax Commission, Board of 
Selectmen, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Town Moderator and each mem- 
ber of the Board of Trustees of Trust Funds.

TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS 
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REPORT OF NEW CEMETERY CUSTODIANS 


During 1973 agreement was made with the Selectmen and Road Agent for 
grading and paving the approach to the Cemetery — time allowing. This 
work however was not done because of the heavy rains and washouts which 
kept the town crew busier than usual at their regular work on our highways. 
It is hoped that something may be done along these lines during the coming 
year. 

The cost of obtaining water for the grounds depends on the work which is 
entailed in drilling or installing a pump at the river to give the supply. The 
appropriation to defray the cost ($1,500.00) is included in this year’s budget 
which added to the appropriation of last year will make a total of $3000 for 
this purpose, which will be in a Capital Reserve Fund. Also an additional 
$500 is asked for to defray the cost of installing a locking gate at the entrance 
of the cemetery. 

Our New Cemetery is now being used for the purpose for which it was given 
and a suitable gate must be installed. Also a gift of trees and shrubs by Mr. 
and Mrs. William Annis will be accepted by the Custodians if the additional 
$500 is raised, a part of which will be used to pay for the planting of the same. 
The Custodians thank Bill and Barbara for their generous gift. 

It has also been suggested that the rule pertaining to placing memorial 
plaques level with the gound be dispensed and either those or conventional 
memorials be allowed. The reason for this being that it is more work to keep 
grass and roots from growing over the flush type than it is to clip the grass 
around the base of the taller ones. This seems to make sense and it is recom- 
mended by the Custodians, that if there is no objection, this rule be changed 
accordingly and added to those printed in the 1971 Town Report.

The commissioners held monthly meetings throughout the year, in order to 
keep a tight control on the operations of precinct activities. 

Due to high water during 1973, the engineering inspection of the dam at 
Silver Lake could not be carried out. However, we are in hopes to do this 
during the summer of 1974 as well as developing an additional water supply 
through the use of gravel packed wells. 

At the writing of this report the Commissioners are negotiating with N.H. 
Water Supply & Pollution Control Commission, Anderson-Nichols Co., Ist 
National Bank of Boston and Ropes & Gray Bond Counsel in the hopes that 
by mid-year 1974, construction may be started on the new sewerage disposal 
plant. 

It is our opinion that both water and sewer rates will have to be increased 
in the future. This increase will be necessitated due to increases in rising cost 
of the planned improvements to the sewer plant. 

On January 2, 1974, Chief Maurice F. Randall of the Warner Fire Depart- 
ment, resigned after serving 31 years on the department, 28 years of which as 
Chief. Much credit must be given to Maurice for the progress made in 
building the department up to its present standards. He will be missed in the 
years to come and the Commissioners wish him a long and happy retirement 
he so richly deserves.

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NURSE'S ANNUAL REPORT 


For 31/4 years, the Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association has provided many 
services to the residents of Andover, Bradford, Danbury, New London, 
Springfield, Sutton, Warner and Wilmot. These services range from nursing 
care and physical therapy to counseling and teaching on family planning, 
financial assistance, pre-natal and newborn care, and guidance in individual 
and family problems. 

In many cases, the individual or family was referred to one or more of the 
following: hospital, physician, nursing home, mental health clinic, alcohol 
and drug abuse program, crippled children’s services, surplus food program, 
welfare and selectman. These are just a few of the resources available to all of 
us. 618 visits were made for this type of service with no fee charged. 

484 visits were made for direct nursing care which includes care of cath- 
eters, colostomies, dressings, heart/lung exams, blood pressure check, injec- 
tions and medications. 36 physical therapy visits were made in the home. Oc- 
cupational therapy officially began Nov. | with one evaluation visit. These 
three services involved a fee that was determined on an individual basis, ac- 
cording to patient’s income, frequency of visits, etc. Regardless of ability to 
pay, service was provided. 

Total mileage was 12,030 (includes full-time nurse, relief nurse and P.T.) 

Our immunization clinics, held in Jan., March, May, Sept., and Nov. con- 
tinue to demonstrate the need for more adequate immunization of our 
children. 1021 immunizations were give to 618 children ranging in ages 2 
mos. to 18 years. This was double 1972. 

Our loan closet continues to grow due to generous contributions. The 
medical equipment is used for patients who are receiving K VNA services. 

We thank you for supporting our fund drive and assisting us in our 
programs. 

Your town received 175 visits.

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REPORT of the 
FOREST FIRE WARDEN and DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented in every town, city 
or unorganized place in our state by the forest fire warden. Anyone wishing to 
kindle an outside fire when the ground is not covered with snow must first ob- 
tain the written permission of the fire warden. Except for cooking fires, no 
fire can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. unless it is a com- 
mercial or industrial burn or it is raining. The fire warden is assisted in his 
work by the District Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of 
Resources and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 

Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important part of the Forest 
Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show the need with 72% of the fires caused 
by smoking, debris burning and children. Smokey the Bear is an important 
prevention tool but he still needs much help from the public. Parents should 
warn their children of the hazards of playing with matches. Children tend to 
forget that a lighted match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

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REPORT OF THE WARNER POLICE DEPARTMENT 

When I took over as Acting Chief of Police, I added some new members to 
the force choosing men in different areas of town for best and quickest 
coverage. Three officers attended a UNH course in Concord on Criminology. 
The Assistant Chief and myself attended FBI Criminal Justice School, and 
classes on the new Criminal Code. Officer Fredericks attended FBI Weapons 
School, then the whole department took an FBI Pistol Safety Course under 
the direction of Officer Fredericks and Sgt. Chester Jordan of the Hopkinton 
Police Dept. We would like to make this a practice every six months. 

We have tried to give the Town of Warner twenty-four hour coverage, even 
though we are budgeted as a part time department. Many members worked 
without pay so we could acquire some much needed equipment with the funds 
that were available to us. We have dedicated men and women on our force 
who are willing to learn so we can improve the efficiency of police procedure. 

I would like to remind residents to report anything suspicious to us as soon 
as possible, using the Police Blue Network Number which is 456-3432 (do not 
use Officer’s home phones) which rings at various locations. When calling 
give as much information as possible such as vehicle registrations, descrip- 
tions of vehicles or suspects, etc. 

A good record system has been established in our Office enabling us to 
have pertinent information available when needed. This is not only very 
valuable to us, but also to other Law Agencies and Insurance companies 
when they request information. 

I want to thank the Selectmen, other Town Agencies and townspeople for 
their help and support in 1973. I especially thank the entire force, who have 
worked diligently for the beneift of our town. Appreciation is due to the State 
Police for their help and guidance in times of need. 

The Police Wives Auxiliary raised the money to purchase our shoulder 
patches, (they bear the town’s outline with the Dalton Bridge in the center), 
and also sponsored a free Halloween Party and dance for school children. 
Thank you for your help!

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Planning Board, which is charged with the responsibility of making 
recommendations to the Town concerning its future development and to ad- 
minister the subdivision regulations, found it necessary to schedule eight 
special meetings in 1973 in additional to its twelve regular monthly meetings. 
In addition, the Board conducted three public hearings with regard to major 
subdivisions and made five field trips to inspect proposed subdivisions. 

Three major subdivisions were in various phases of the approval process at 
year end. The preliminary hearing was held in June on the Louise Brown sub- 
division at the corner of Horn Street and Newmarket Road. The final hearing 
is scheduled for early 1974. Both preliminary and final hearings were held on 
the Andrew DeYoung subdivision on Couchtown Road, but final approval 
has been withheld by the Board pending submission of evidence of the ability 
of the soils in the proposed lots to permit installation of satisfactory septic 
systems. Application has been received for a six lot subdivision at the south- 
west corner of Red Chimney Road with Old Route 103. 

Eleven minor subdivisions were approved by the Board in 1973 which 
created a total of sixteen new lots. 

The Board conducted a survey of opinion with regard to zoning matters by 
mailing a questionnaire to both resident and non-resident families in Oc- 
tober. Thanks are hereby extended to Mrs. Donald Campbell and the group 
of volunteers which she organized for their help in addressing and stuffing 
the envelopes. Approximately forty per cent of the questionaires sent out 
were returned, many with written comments. The public interest thereby 
shown in considering changes to the zoning ordinance led the Board to 
devote much time to preparing twelve proposed amendments for the or- 
dinance. Hearings on the proposals are scheduled for January and February, 
and they will be voted on at the 1974 Town Meeting. 

The Planning Board shares the concern of the Board of Selectmen with 
regard to the difficulty of learning of people willing to serve on either the 
Planning Board or the Zoning Board of Adjustment. Each year the Select- 
men must make at least one appointment to each Board to replace individ- 
uals whose terms are expiring. Concerned citizens who would like to serve 
their community through membership on either Board are urged to con- 
tact their Selectmen.

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REFUSE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


The Refuse Disposal Planning Committee representatives appointed by 
the Town Moderator in 1972 joined with eleven other communities to form 
the Capital Regional Refuse Disposal Planning Board. The Board action in 
May was taken under N.H. RSA 53-B:3. The cooperating communities are 
Allenstown, Bow, Canterbury, Concord, Dunbarton, Epsom, Henniker, 
Hopkinton, Loudon, Pembroke, Salisbury, and Warner. 

In June, the Central N.H. Regional Planning Commission received a 
$40,000 Federal grant to plan a refuse disposal system to meet the needs of 
the cooperating communities according to New Hampshire law. The Refuse 
Planning Board works with the Regional Commission as the refuse planning 
operation. The 30 cents per capita solid waste assessment in 1973 was a con- 
dition of the Federal contract for all communities in the Disposal Planning 
Board. These funds are held in escrow to be used to further the disposal plan- 
ning program with acquisition and site work as necessary. No further solid 
waste assessment is requested in 1974. 

To date, seven sites have been investigated under the engineering contract 
with the Anderson-Nichols Company to determine the capability of the sites 
to accept solid waste in landfill operations as required. In 1974, under the 24- 
month contract, the detailed engineering, operations requirements, costs, 
financial and legal data will be developed to be presented to member com- 
munities for final action in 1975. ce
